SKETCH OF HIS LIFE. 

Louis August Blanqui was born in 1805. 
He took an active part in the revolutionary 
movements of 1850, 1839 and 1848, and was a 
leading spirit in various iucendiary secret 
societier. He went beyond the most advanc- 


ed in radical ideas. He was condemned to 
death in 1840 and afterwards repeatedly to 
long terms of imprisonment, but the penalty 
Was in every case relaxed. He was a leader 
of the insurgents who attempted to dissolve 
the National Assembly in May, 1848. 
He founded the Soejete Republicaine Cen- 
trale, for which was condemned 
to four years’ imprisonment in 1861. In the 
Paris Commune in 1879 he was a central tig- 
ure, Was captured by the Versaillists, who, it 
was claimed. refused to exchange bim for 
Archbishop Darboy, and was traneported in

1872. He was amnestied and returnea to 
France about & year ago.

gan, so to speak. 

In the estimation of some cultivated but 


highly impecunious people the Post-Dts- 
rATCH seems to have committed the un- 
pardonable crime, to-wit: thatof achiev- 
ing substantial prosperity. The foregoing 
pointed article from the 7Vimes affords us 
an opportunily to say some things which 
are distasteful to us, but which, in the 
course of human events, have become nec- 
essary to the correct enlightenment of the 
public.

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The Lawyers’ Convention. 
ST. LOUIS, December 31, 1880. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The formation of a State Bar Association 
may, and we hope it will, resultin improving 
the tone ana Character of the Missouri Bar, 
and in this respect the lawyers’ convention 
may be considered as a success. But other- 
wise it nay be set down as a fizzle. The sum 
totalof the action ot the convention is the 
recommendation of a constitutional amend- 
ment autborizing the Governor, by the con- 
sentof the Senate, to appoint a commission 
from time to time with the same powers and 
salariesas the Judges of the Supreme Court. 
This may be considered as the collective judg- 
ment of the lawyers that no 
commission wonld be legal without 
the sanction of a constitutional amendment, 
andinthis respect it is important. If tbis 
idea sbould ultimately prevail it would be 
questionable whether the Comniissioners 
should not be elected by the two houses in 
joint session, the same as United States Sena- 
tors. If, however, no rehef to the Supreme 
Court can be granted withoutan amendment 
of the Canstitution, then the present condition 
of things mustexist for two years at least, 
since no amendment can be made under this 
period of time. 

The proposition to appoint 
is nothing new, and, as to any pub- 
lic benefit, the lawyers might just as 
well bave staidathome. It would be tully 
three years before anycommission would get 
fairly at work, and thisisa long time inthe 
fast age. 

The convention wholly tailed to express any 
opinion as to whether very great and perhaps:, 
adequate relief tothe court, could not be pro- 
vided by the coming Legislature. Several law- 
yers as sbie and distinguished as any in the 
convention say this can be done. Two or 
three years is ample time to try the exper- 
ient, and asno harm, and in any event much 
good, would result from any improvement in 
the pease of law, we hope the members ot 
the legislature will at once set themselves to 
work on the subject. b.

The Kansas City Convention and 
Local Lawyers. 


Unanimity Not Very Pronounced in Fa. 
vor of the Commission Scheme, 


The result of the Kansas City convention of 
lawyers does not appear to meet the entire 
approval of the St. Louis bar. 
Even among the delegation of 
thirty the feeling upon their return 


is not one of unmixed satisfaction. A re- 
porter of the Post-Dispatcn gathered an 
expression upon the matter from several of 
the leading lawyers at work inthe Law Li- 
brary this morning. 

De - Pattison said that the plan of 
relief agreed upon for the Supreme 
Court docket was not altogether his idea of 
the most judicious and effective course. He 
would have preferred a system of intermedi- 
ate courts of appeal distributed 
throughout the State. However he sup- 
amr the planfor atemporary commission 

ecause there seemed to be no other plan 
upon which all were agreed. 

G. A. Finkelnburg said that the commis- 


sion plan was not his first choice. 
He was in favor of a thor- 
ough system of judicial reorganization 


throughout the State. There seemed, how- 
ever, to be no way of reaching an agreement 
upon apy plan except the one adopted. It 
would not take effectinany case until two 
years from hence,as the Legisiature would 
have to submit the measure to the people. 

Jay L. Torrey said that the committee to 
whom all the suggestions were referred had 
tbree plans before them for consideration— 
first, the appointmentof a commission of 
three; second, an increase of the Supreme 
bench with circuit sittings; third, 
intermediate courts of appeal in districts 
throughout the State. Asa matter of fac 
four only of the committee of thirteen stoo 
in firm support of the commission system, but 
after an exhaustive session in severe weather 
the lawyers were anxious toreach some con- 
clysiow and they reported in favor of the 
commission. 

A. J.P. Garesche wasin favor of a scheme 
for speedy relief. The commission system 
would not take effect for two years. The 
Legislature might have given power to the 
Supreme Court to take up St. Louis cases at 
the spring term and thus at once have ad- 
vanced the local business, 

Judge Dryden said that the commission 
plan had been rejected by the 
last Legislature. It was somewhat remark- 
able that the Ohio State Bar should have met 
to take steps for abolishing the commission 
system the very day that the Missouri Bar 
met at Kansas City to favor the adoption of 
that measure. 

The actual condition of the Supreme Court 
docket at present is as follows: Cases pend- 
ing, 1,338; 1,273 cases classified as follows: 


357 invoive $500 or over; B01 
involve less than $500; 485 
involve constitutional, statutory, 


municipal,real estate and revenue cases, thir- 
ty-three felony cases and forty-nine misde- 
meanors. 

From the Octoberterm, 1876, to the April 
term, 1880, inclusive, 1,569 cases have been 
disposed of. During that time 2,295 cases 
hrve been appealed tothe Supreme Courts 

Mr. McEthinney,of St. Louis county,thought 
that the sentiment of the convention was 
three-fourths in favor of the commission aad 
one-fourth against it. There was an effort 
to introduce a discussion looking to the re- 
moval of the St. Louis Courtof Appeals, but 
it met with no@gavor whatever. The political 
composition of the St. Louis delegation, se- 
lected by Mr.Shepley, has been noied,twenty- 
two Rh: pub icans and eightbemocruts,and there 
are seme lawyers who go s0 far as to say that 
the St. Louis delegation went up to Kansas 
C ty with axes to grind, and that the commi:- 
sicn pian was forced upon the convention by 
men expecting to pecome members of that 
commission.

An Enormous Yield of That Cereal—St. 
Louis Should Receive It. 


From a gentleman just returned from a trip 
through Iowa, a glowing description of the 
possibilities of an immense corntrade from 
that State with St. Louis has been received.

All that 18 necessary 
to draw this zrain here is forthe St. Louis 
market to retain its present premium over 
Chicago and have the elevator capacity to re- 
ceive and store all the grain sent coon, though 
the latter is not possible just now.

‘*Havethe Depot Company violated their 
contract. with the city ?” 

‘*‘The contract is very indefinite, 
to say the least,and I think the City Council 
of 1874 are to biamefor this state of affairs. 
It was undoubtedly the understanding at the 
time a franchise was granted, uuder which 
the company secured the right to use certain 
streets and alleys, that a magnifi- 
cent depot structure would be 
erected. The Depot Company gave the 
city the impression that this would be done, 
and the city trusted the corporation to such 
an extent that they d:d not make an explicit 
contract. Under the ordinance I hardly 
think the company could be compelled to 
erect a union depot;in fact they have very 
good grounds for claiming that they have 
complied with all the provisions of 
their contract. I know | that we 
were made to believe that we would get 
a fine depot, butitisthe rule,and not the 
exception, that the corporations will always 
take advantage of any city, and in St. Louis 
itloéksto me asifthere never bas been an 
exception tothis rule. Our law-makérs haye 
always shown a dispositiontotrim with the 
poweiful corporations, and thus neglect to 
protect the rights and interests of the city.” 
‘“*W hat would you suggest be done to secure 
the erection of a depot commensurate with 
the greatness of St. Louis?’ 

“Since the iawis so unsatisfactory Iam in 
favor of petitioning Mr. Clemens. the Presi- 
Gent of the Depot Company, to erect sucha 
depot as is Necéssary at this point—one that 
will surpass any depot in the country. Since + 
the law is apparently against us I think a 
long and =e strong petition, with a 
good deal of sweet houey,’ 
would accomplish more than anything else, 
Bulldozing is effective when you hays the 
materia!, to work With, but in this I believe 
other tactics could be used to better advaat- 
age.’’ 

“Don’t you believe the company would 
sneer at any such petition?” 

‘‘Noindeed. It would have great effect, 
in my Opinion. Anyway, I have it on the 
best of authority thata grand Union Depot 
will be erected here within a year that will | 
only be inferior to. the Vanderbilt depot 
of New York City. I understand 
that extensive plans have been made and that 
they will be submitted to the directors of the 
Depot Company for approval in a few weeks. 
Iam informed that the long delay in building 
the depot was due tothe unsettled financial 
condition of the country and the complicated 
nature ofiailroadaffairs. Now that all these r 
matters have assumed stability the company 
wil! proceed to build their depot.
